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Scout's 
bench build 
benefits 
trail users

The five benches that 
Ethan Smith, 18, installed 
along the Eminence City 
walking trail for his Eagle 
Scout project also provide 
hints at his future career 
goals. 

His ambition involves 
first earning his associ¬ 
ates degree at JCTC and 
then attending University 
of Louisville’s J.B. Speed 
School of Engineering 
for his bachelors, said the 
recent graduate of Henry 
County High School. 

“Yeah, I’m going to 
go to school now to be a 
mechanical engineer, so 
these projects, I hope I’ll 
be doing a lot of them 
in the future — build¬ 
ing stuff for people,” 
explained Smith, a mem¬ 
ber of Boy Scout Troop 
421. 

Taking woodworking 
classes at Henry County 
High helped provide 
Smith necessary train¬ 
ing with computer-aided 
design software and other 
programs that profession¬ 
als in the field use, he 
said. His building knowl¬ 
edge proved useful when 
it came time to complete 
his Eagle Scout service 
project. 

The idea for a bench 
on the walking trail came 
from an acquaintance, and 
Eminence city officials 
expanded on it. 

“Someone recom¬ 
mended it to me, he 
thought it would be easier 
for him to walk if there 
were benches on the trail 
so he could take a break,” 
Smith recalled. “Council 
said they recommend five 
benches — they wanted a 
bigger project.” 

Smith’s grandfather 
sponsored the project, 
taking the Scout to the 
big box home improve¬ 
ment store and paying for 
the lumber. Smith down¬ 
loaded the bench design 
from the Internet. 

Constructing the 
benches went well, but 
Smith found the installa¬ 
tion more challenging. 

“Digging — there was 
a railroad bed there, and 
it was awful digging,” 
he said. “Building took 
about two days, two full 
days, 12 hours, and then 
putting them in took 
about eight or 10 hours.” 

Required to finish the 
project the day before 
the Scout’s 18 th birthday, 
Smith noted it was a close 
call. 

“Time management,” 
Smith said was one thing 
he learned from the proj¬ 
ect. “Doesn’t help that 
I’m a pretty bad procrasti¬ 
nator, push everything

Schools 
get high 
marks on 
attendance

Both Henry County and Eminence 
schools exceeded the Kentucky state 
average for attendance for the 2013- 
2014 school year, according to edu¬ 
cators. 

Henry County Schools experi¬ 
enced a boom in attendance last 
year, according to recently-released 
figures. According to the most recent 
numbers, Henry County’s attendance 
across the district sits at 95.63 per¬ 
cent, eclipsing the state average of 
94.8 percent. 

According to Henry County super¬ 
intendent Tim Abrams, the numbers 
show that the teachers are making

It was voted 
unanimously to con¬ 
tract for a Chautauqua 
performer, Mr. Robert 
Brock, who portrayed 
Mark Twain. This per¬ 
formance took place at 
the noon hour. While 
it is true that candidate 
introductions, as well 
as contests, raffles, and 
other events have taken 
place in the past at 
noon, that was not the 
schedule for this year’s 
event. 

Fifteen years ago the 


Showcase was started 
with two goals in mind: 
to promote local farm¬ 
ers and craftsmen and 
to show off Henry 
County to the region. 
Through the years we 
conservatively esti¬ 
mate that over 40,000 
people have entered 
our fairgrounds on 
Showcase day, at no 
cost to the visitor. The 
Showcase has allowed 
over $10,000 in schol¬ 
arship money for local 
students to be raised 
by the Henry Co. 
Cattlemen’s Association 
and the Rotary Club, 
who sell local beef and 
local ice cream. More 
than $40,000 has been 
donated by private 
individuals, local busi¬ 
nesses and agencies to 


help with advertise¬ 
ment and promotional 
costs of the event. Ball 
teams, Boy Scouts, and 
FFA groups who work 
with the Showcase have 
received direct finan¬ 
cial benefit from this. 
There has been hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
dollars in direct sales by 
local farmers, ag busi¬ 
nesses, craftspeople, and 
food vendors on the 
day of the event, with 
no charge whatsoever to 
participate. Many more 
dollars have been gener¬ 
ated for local businesses 
by people traveling to 
and from the Showcase. 

There is a tremen¬ 
dous amount of work 
that goes into the last 
Saturday in July. As 
committee members, 


we play varying roles: 
scheduling, farmer-to- 
restaurant coordination, 
fundraising, advertising, 
promotion, farmer and 
animal recruitment, lay¬ 
out, parking, set-up and 
take down. We do the 
Showcase because we 
are proud of our farm¬ 
ing culture and want it 
to prosper. We do it 
because we enjoy see¬ 
ing you catch up with 
people you only see 
once a year. We do it 
because we like eating 
homemade ice cream 
and Henry County 
food. We do it because 
we love Henry County. 

With that said, we 
do take insult with the 
fact that an attempt has 
been made to politi¬ 
cize an event like the 


Showcase. 

For all of those who 
came and supported 
this year’s Showcase, 
thank you for attend- 
ing!

Agricultural 
Development Board, 
chaired by Gov.

Removal Program in 
Henry County. 

The Henry County 
Fiscal Court submitted 
a proposal to the Henry 
County Agricultural

The Deceased 
Farm Animal Removal 
Program was established 
as an interim measure to 
facilitate the coordination 
of environmentally sound 
and cost-effective disposal 
of deceased livestock for 
Kentucky’s producers.

“[The teachers] do an 
awesome job engaging 
kids,” he said. 

In addition to the 
overall attendance num¬ 
bers, the attendance rate 
for high school students 
was also above average, 
sitting at just over 94 
percent. Abrams credits 
that to the individual¬ 
ized learning that Henry 
County schools can offer. 

“We’re trying to [per¬ 
sonalize] learning. Kids 
can be involved in career 
paths and studies they’re 
very interested in.” 
Abrams added that he

“But 
something’s gotta be 
right, because kids want 
to be there.”

aren’t the only ones 
experiencing high atten¬ 
dance numbers com¬ 
pared to the rest of the 
Bluegrass. According to 
Eminence superintendent 
Buddy Berry, Eminence 
Independent Schools 
experienced 95.5 per¬ 
cent attendance in the 
past year. Berry credits 
the high numbers to 
Eminence’s alternative 
calendar, which gives stu¬ 
dents sizable breaks every 
nine weeks. 

Berry said he believes 
that students and teach¬ 
ers alike enjoy the alter¬ 
native schedule, as it 
keeps them from being 
swallowed by their work 
or school.

The owner of G&G 
Mexican Restaurant, 
which recently opened in 
Pendleton, prides himself 
on serving what they call 
authentic Mexican food. 
Not Tex-Mex. 

Owner and opera¬ 
tor Kevin Gonzalez, 

21, graduate of Sullivan 
Institute’s Culinary Arts 
Program, said that he has 
wanted to be a chef since 
he saw a Sullivan recruit¬ 
er prepare a dish when he 
was in high school. 

So, when he saw the 
opportunity to open a 
restaurant, he took it. 

“I wanted to cook for 
a living,” he said. “I was 
just like, c Hey, opening a 
restaurant sounds like a 
good idea.’ [I thought] 
maybe a Mexican restau¬ 
rant would be nice here.” 

Among other things, 
the restaurant uses all 


fresh ingredients, so 
little is frozen or store 
bought, not even the 
chips and salsa, accord¬ 
ing to Gonzalez, who 
lives in Henry County. 
“We make it all,” he said. 
“I’m trying to lean for 
more authentic [Mexican 
cuisine].” 

He added that his food 
is similar to what you 
would find in Mexico, 
being sold by street ven¬ 
dors or in restaurants. 

Among the big¬ 
gest surprises of run¬ 
ning a restaurant so far, 
Gonzalez said, was the 
rush on opening night. 
He added that his entire 
family came to help, 
just so he could make it 
through the unexpectedly 
full house. 

Customers have been 
finding out about G&G 
through word-of-mouth 


and social media. 

Gonzalez feels good 
about being able to 
serve customers at his 
own business establish¬ 
ment. He encourages his 
employees to do every¬ 
thing they can to provide 
quality food and quality 
service. 

“I really like helping 
people out and I really 
like making food — so, 
providing a service for 
people while making 
food,” Gonzalez said. 

G&G, which stands for 
Gonzalez and Gonzalez, 
is open now at 11 Lake 
Jericho Road.

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fruit and vegetables. 

Participants learn they 
could grill or chill the 
banana wrap, whichever 
they preferred. 

The class encom¬ 
passes several goals 
of the diabetes coali¬ 
tion that serves Henry 
County citizens, as well 
as neighboring Bullitt 
and Shelby, according 
to Program Manager 
Teresa McGeeney and 
Mona Huff, community 
organizer. It’s all about 
making good lifestyle 
choices that benefit the 
participants’ health. 

“It’s just little things 
like that to try to help 
them learn to incorpo¬ 
rate fruits and vegetables 
in their diet,” Huff said. 
“There’s study after 
study that talks about 
how eating healthy will 
prevent or help manage 
chronic diseases.” 

Those students also 
go home with a bag full 
of groceries, so they can 
serve the meal at home, 


too, organizers said. 

Educational opportu¬ 
nities like this are impor¬ 
tant in Henry County, 
where the KRDC orga¬ 
nizers say about a third 
of the population is 
obese and 12.9 percent 
have diabetes. 

The Centers for 
Disease Control grant 
that provided five years 
of funding for the coali¬ 
tion runs out in 2015, 
the organizers said. 

Those grant funds 
pay for a variety of out¬ 
reach efforts besides 
the cooking class, such 
as the diabetic support 
group, the coalition 
meeting on the third 
Thursday of the month 
at the 4-H building, an 
annual walk called the 
Tri-County Challenge 
set in September and an 
upcoming peer mentor¬ 
ing program to provide 
advice for those with 
Type-2 diabetes. 

The goals of the grant 
include making fresh 
fruit and vegetables more 
available, encouraging 
participants to get more 
exercise, increasing the 
number of smoke-free 


environments, encourag¬ 
ing people to take better 
care of themselves and 
improving care from 
health care professionals 
and provider networks. 

Organizers hope to 
maintain the coalition 
activities or maybe even 
expand to other chronic 
diseases — even after the 
federal grant runs out — 
by getting more support 
from partners and local 
governments. 

“One of the goals of 
the overall grant is to 
improve access to fresh 
fruits and vegetables so 
people can have access 
to make healthier deci¬ 
sions,” McGeeney said. 
“We’re really especially 
focused on removing 
barriers to healthy foods 
for people who have lim¬ 
ited income and limited 
resources.” 

The organizers have 
seen success by working 
with partner Joe Durbin 
of the Help Center, 
for example, she said. 
Durbin has met with 
Henry County farmers 
to get produce to the 
recipients of food boxes 
through his non-profit. 


“That’s something 
that’s very limited in 
food pantries is actu¬ 
al fresh produce,” 
McGeeney said. “So, we 
try to pair improving 
access to that with edu¬ 
cation like, ‘Okay, you 
have fresh fruits and veg¬ 
etables now what do you 
do with them.’” 

The coalition also 
coordinates activities 
between its partners, she 
said. For example, if a 
hospital holds a talk on 
diabetes, the coalition 
members try to ensure 
the time doesn’t conflict 
with other activities. The 
group tries to promote 
everyone’s classes. 

The coalition just won 
an award for its idea to 
supply health care profes¬ 
sionals with “prescription 
pads” and patient infor¬ 
mational packets that tell 
about diabetes and share 
themes on nutrition, 
exercise and complica¬ 
tions, McGeeney said. 
“The whole point of 
them is that health care 
professionals have such 
limited time with patients 
— they don’t have the 
time to educate every¬ 


body the way that they 
need it and we do. That’s 
our whole goal.” 

All doctors offices as 
well as pharmacies in 
Henry County hand 
out these resources to 
connect patients to the 
resources in their com¬ 
munity, the organizers 
said. 

In anticipation of the 
CDC grant winding 
down, McGeeney and 
others have been writing 
for more government 
grants, but they plan to 
seek more help locally, 
too. 

“We’re going to be 
trying to see how the 
community can step up 
and help us,” Huff said. 

The organizers plan 
a town hall meeting, 
possibly in January, 
to get feedback from 
the community about 
what they want to see 
the coalition doing 
and how, Huff added. 
Maybe the citizens will 
want an organizer who 
works 40 hours a week, 
provides diabetes educa¬ 
tion for everyone or just 
for seniors, or whether 
they want to hear more 


information about other 
chronic diseases like 
arthritis and heart dis¬ 
ease. 

At the same time, the 
organizers will seek out 
more volunteers and 
mentors to spread the 
word about the ability to 
manage or perhaps even 
avoid problems through 
lifestyle changes, Huff 
said. Health profession¬ 
als attribute about 85 
percent of diabetes cases 
to a lack of exercise and 
bad eating habits. 

Diabetes is an epi¬ 
demic in Kentucky, 
McGeeney said, and it’s 
time to work together to 
combat the disease. 

“For the health of the 
coalition, really it’s neces¬ 
sary for the communities 
to say this is something 
that we feel is impor¬ 
tant, McGeeney said. 
“Everybody fits into this 
picture because diabetes 
is a community diagno¬ 
sis. It’s time we address it 
as a community.”

Tomatoes are now in 
season, and soon you 
might have more on your 
hands than you know 
what to do with. A great

To safely can salsa at 
home, you have to use 
proper food preservation 
techniques.

the canned food. 

There are thousands 
of salsa recipes out there. 
Not all of them are safe 
for canning. As with any 
food preservation recipe, 
make sure the one you 
select is research-based 
and meant for home 
canning. These recipes 
have been tested for 


their food safety and will 
ensure that you can at 
the right temperature for 
the appropriate length of 
time. Other salsa recipes, 
found on the Internet, 
in cookbooks or from 
the family recipe stash, 
should not be canned. 
Enjoy those salsas fresh 
or frozen for longer stor¬ 
age. 


Once you choose a 
research-based recipe 
- available at our local 
extension office — be 
sure to follow it closely. 
Do not change the ingre¬ 
dient amounts. Never 
reduce the specified 
amount of lemon juice, 
lime juice, or vinegar. By 
adding the right amount 
of one of these acids, you 
can safely can salsa in a 
boiling water canner. 

In addition to using 
the right ingredients and 
proper processing time 
and temperature, head- 
space, or the amount of 
space between the top 
of the jar and the food, 


is very important. This 
allows air to vent from 
the jar during heating 
and creates a vacuum seal 
between the jar and the 
lid as the jar cools. For 
most salsa recipes, the 
headspace should be 0.5 
inch.

The cheapest feed 
source for our cattle is 
pasture. When you think 
about it, our livestock are 
perfectly suited to har¬ 
vesting the forage grasses 
and legumes when avail¬ 
able. Sometimes our job 
as animal stewards is sim¬ 
ply to move the animals 
where we want them, 
when we want them to 
graze. If we do this 
well, it can decrease the 
amount of more costly 
machine harvested forage 
we need per year. And 
given the fact that we 
likely can’t graze all year 
round because of our 
winter conditions, one of 
the next best things we 
can do is to extend the 
grazing season further 
into the cold months. 

The technique we can 
use to extend our graz¬ 
ing season in the fall is 
called stockpiling, or 
allowing our cool season 
grasses such as fescue 


to accumulate for later 
use. Fescue pastures are 
the very best stockpiling 
candidates. The proce¬ 
dure is to graze off those 
straight fescue pastures 
in the next week or so, 
apply some nitrogen 
fertilizer to stimulate 
extra growth, and save 
the accumulated growth 
until all other pasture 
sources are consumed 
in the late fall. We’ve 
done some studies here 
in Henry County which 
show that stockpiled fes¬ 
cue, even in January and 
February, contain really 
good amounts of energy 
and protein, usually 
much better than much 
of the fescue hay we take 
in the spring and early 


The cost of the nitro¬ 
gen fertilizer and the 
amount of rain we get 
are important factors. 
According to Dr. Greg 
Halich, UK Extension 
Economist, “In general, 
there appears to be good 
opportunities this year 
for profitable applica¬ 
tions of nitrogen in 
those areas of the state 


that have good mois¬ 
ture conditions.” Dr. 
Halich has prepared a 
chart of potential costs 
and returns with various 
scenarios of nitrogen cost 
and yield response. If

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Troopers issue alerts for string of attempted thefts

Kentucky State Police 
have issued an alert 
about subjects trying to 
trick gas station and con¬ 
venience store clerks into 
turning over money from 
the business’s cash on 
hand, according to infor¬ 
mation from Trooper 
Brad Arterburn. 

The KSP bulletin 
describes two subjects 
as allegedly involved in 
five known instances 
of attempted theft in 
Carroll, Trimble and 
Owen counties that 
occurred July 26. 

Each time, an 
unknown man either calls 
or comes in the store to 
ask the clerks about the 
owners or managers of 
the gas station or conve¬ 
nience store, according 
to the alert. Later, an 
unknown male will call 
the store while posing 
either as an owner or a 
manager. 


The caller then tells 
the clerk that an employ¬ 
ee has been stealing 
money from the store, 
according to KSP. 

“The caller instructs 
the clerk to place all the 
cash from the store’s 
safes and registers in a 
money bag and give it to 
a person coming into the 
store to pick it up or to 
bring the money to the 
parking lot and a per¬ 
son will take the money 
bag,” the bulletin said. 

The subjects have not 
made threats of violence, 
the KSP alert said. 

Troopers describe the 
first subject as a 5-foot, 
10-inch tall male in 
his mid-20s with short 
brown hair, a brown 
mustache and goatee and 
an unknown tattoo on 
his right arm. 

During these incidents, 
this person wore a red 
Cincinnati Reds baseball 


Identified by KSP as Subject 1 

cap, a blue t-shirt, blue 
jean shorts and red/ 
white shoes. 

The second subject is 
said to be about 30 years 
old, an approximately 
6-foot-tall male with 
short black or brown hair 
with a brown goatee and 
mustache. 

He was dressed in a 
black t-shirt, black and 
gray camouflage shorts, a 
silver necklace and black 
gym shoes. 


Identified by KSP as Subject 2 

Witnesses in Carroll 
County told troopers 
the subjects may have 
been in a blue minivan, 
unknown make and 
model, according to 
the alert. Witnesses also 
reported seeing a white 
female with bright pink 
hair in the vehicle. 

However, state police 
later released an update 
saying that they have 
photos of the suspect 
vehicle at a Gallatin 


County truck stop as 
the subjects got gas. 
Troopers say that a white 
or silver Cadillac Deville 
is “the only vehicle 
definitively linked to the 
subjects.” 

Troopers ask that if a 
business had any encoun¬ 


ters with these subjects 
to call the KSP Post 5 at 
(502) 532-6363. 

Law enforcement also 
asked witnesses to get 
good descriptions of 
the subjects, vehicle and 
license plate, but only if 
it could be done safely.
